In 
lu-i testimony, Mrs. Collins mahitaln- 
cd that West left the farmhouse before 
shn iired th6 shot which killed her 
husband; while West, testifying in 
turn, declared that he was In the room 
with Collins and that Mrs. Collins was 
in an adjoining chamber. 


The trouble which culminated In 


the 
shooting- of Colling Wednesday 


night is believed to have started more 
than three years ago when alleged 
mistreatment 
at 
the hands of her 


husband caused Mm. Collins to leave 
their home and retire to live with 
her daughter, Mrs. Shirley Collins, at 
Oneida, At various times since then. 
it is alleged, Collins marie attempts 
to bring her back to live with him, 
but memory of her former alleged mis- 
treatment caused, her to refuse on 
each occasion. 


Early in the evening Mr, West came 
the house to assist her in putting 


up a stove and some time after her 
^usband, carrying a ride, came to the 
house.

Washington.—That the army school 


of nursing will soon be made un In- 
tegral part of the army organization 
is the hope of MaJ. Julia Stlinson, su- 
perintendent of the army nurse corps. 


The nurse corp* believe* In pr«- ] 


poredness for *ervlce-^ln peace or an 
emergency. 
And preparedness, from 


tne point of view of the corps, means 
a training school for nurses, corre- 
sponding in a general way with the 
training school for officers at West 
"olnt. 


We have such a school, but It exists 


only by nn order o£ the secretary of 
war. Tins may be a permanent enough 
existence, but it has an Indefinite 
sound. Congress la to be asked, there- 
fore, to give this important school a 
military status so that it may be a part 
of the army and so that the student 
nurses may have the relative rank of 
cadets, instead of the status of civilian 
employees of the medical department 
of the army.

tained a small standing con's of nurses 
In time of peace and \\heu It needed 
large numbers recruited tl«eiu_from the 
Red Gross nursing service.

FREE AND FORCED OSCILLATIONS. 


When a pendulum or any kind 


of a weight lu suspended by a cord 
and struck a blow It will awing 
back and forth a certain number 
of times per second, depending 
upon the length of the cord. The 
number of swings per second Is 
the rate of vibration and will re- 
main constant as long as the 
length of the cord is not altered. 
And this Is regardless of the fact 
that the 
pendulum may only 
swing for a fraction of a second 
before coining to rest. The rate 
remains the same. The same 


: thing would happen If the weight 
were drawn to one side and let 
go to produce the swinging. Per- 
haps It is clearer in this latter 
case to* see how the pendulum Is 
ALLOWED to oscillate rather 
than being FORCED to do so. Ths 
•wings or oscillations are free, 
since their frequency depends In 
no way upon the blow or displace- 
ment 'which starts them. An elec- 
trical circuit containing capacity 
and Inductance, usually In the 
lorm of a condenser and a coil of 
wire, respectively, may also he 
allowed to oscillate by charging 
the condenser and allowing It to 
discharge. The frequency of the 
alternating current or oscillations 
thus created depends only upon 
the capacity and inductance of 
the circuit in actual practice. It 
in entirely independent of the 
•mount of charge In the conden- 


; 
«er before discharge. The oscilla- 
tions are, therefore, free oscilla- 
tions.

If the pendulum were held In 


the hand and moved back and 
forth the frequency of the swingi 
would be whatcrer the frequency 
of the hand movement la. That 
ia, the pendulum would be forced 
to swing back and forth with the 
movement of the hand, regardless 
of the length of the suspending 
cord. The oscillations of the pen- 
dulum are, of course. FORCED os- 
cillations. In the same manner. 
If there is an exciting'electromo- 
tive force in a circuit similar to 
the one above which forces cur- 
rent of the same frequency as 
that of the E. M. P., the current 
is a forced alternating current or 
forced oscillations. For example, 
In an electric light circuit the al- 
ternating current has the fre- 
quency of the exciting B. M. P., 
regardless of the capacity and In- 
ductance of the circuit. These are 
forced alternations of current. We 
may have forced oscillations In a 
radio circuit under some circum- 
stances, particularly when the 
circuit resistance exceeds a cer- 
tain value. As a matter of fact, 
if the true ohmic resistance of a 
circuit is too high there will be 
no free oscillations under any 
circumstances. Any oscillations 
which do take place must tlien be 
forced by an applied E. M. F. suf- 
ficient to overcome the resistance. 
And in this case the frequency of 
the oscillations is determined by 
the frequency of the applied E) 
M. F.
